Some of the New Books Offered to the 
Public in Europe—Fame That Soon Dies.

ONDON, June 18.—It was mentioned in 
the Academy the other day that 
an American edition of George 
Crosby's “ Salathiel had just been 
published. Of course Crosby was a 
misprint for Croly, but why did the Academy 
deprive the Rev. George Croly of his title? 
Can it be that the author who was g popular 
fifty years ago has been utterly forgotten? 

There was a time when Croly’s “ Sala- 
thiel,” which was by no means a poor novel 
of its kind, was extensively read as a com- 
promise book. In those days Eugene Sue's 
“ Wandering Jew was thought to be gross- 
ly immoral, and every one was reading it ex- 
cept young people, from whom it was care- 
fully kept. Naturally the young people 
longed to read The Wandering Jew,“ and to 
appease them judicious parents tted 
them to read Croly's Salathiel,” the hero of 
which was also the Wandering Jew. In its 
day Salathiel had a wide circulation, andthe 
Rev. George Croly was held to be one of the 
greatest masters of English fiction. And now 
the book is so completely gotten that the 
Academy, which is one the brightest of 
weeklies, calls the author George Crosby, and 
has not a word to say about Salathiel ’’ 
except that it has been exhumed by some 

publishing booksnatcher in America.

The per- 
centage of deaths among the horses also ap- 
pears to be about the same as that among 
people when the grip first appeared in its 
virulent form. The greatest loss to the own- 
ere Of horses is caused by the inability of 
the animals to work during the week or two 
in which the disease runs its course.

Mr. MacVeagh has arrived at this con- 
clusion because he believes our electorate 
“is already beginning to be divided, and

“evolution, continue more and more to be 
“divided by that sharp cleavage which sep- 


lot from those who are discontented with 
“their lot.” 

Doubtless Mr. MacVeagh finds, as others 
have done, the beginnings of that “ sharp 
cleavage in the attitude of the Demo- 
cratic party, or the men who were in con- 
trol of it during the campaigns of 1896 and 
1900. In both of these campaigns. the dis- 
satisfied, the discontented, the envious, the 
men who had nothing or only a little more 
than nothing, were appealed to to take their 
places under the Bryan banners. On the 


other hand, some of the arguments made 


against Mr. Bryan, especially last year, 
were addressed directly to those who were 
entirely or measurably contented. They 
were urged to let well enough alone.“ 


the future by men holding the views of those 
who have controlled it recently, and using 
the arguments they have used, that political 
organization will become the party of dis- 
‘content, and where some such question as 
that of the political status of the negro does 
not intervene “ contented’ men who have 
been acting in the past with the Democratic 
party inevitably will be driven away from 
it. It is too soon to say positively that this 
is to be the case. If the Democratic party 
is unable to find some other issue than dis- 
content in 1904 it will not be for lack of 
effort on the part of the Democratic politi- 
cians to discover another issue. . 
But even if the party should become the 
embodiment of organized discontent, it does 
not follow that the discontented are to out- 
number the contented. To assume that this is 
to be the case is to urge the gloomy doctrine 
that progress means increased unhappiness. 
No doubt at times there is profound dis- 
content in some quarters. There was in 
the years preceding 1896 among farm- 
ers in some localities and among working- 
men in others. That discontent had its 
political effect. Discontent in the future 
will have its influence also, This may 
be admitted as a matter of course, but it 
cannot be admitted that acute discontent 
is to grow in this country more rapidly 
than contentment does, and that it is to 
obtain political power and remodel in cer- 
tain contingencies the present system for 
the distribution of wealth. 

Mr. MacVeagh will not live to see his 
prognostications realized. He will have be- 
fore his eyes in the future, as in the past, 
two great opposing parties, each of which 
will have in its ranks men who are and who 
are not satisfied with their lot. Each will 
have a percentage of the men who have 
much, little, or no capital. | 


THE FUTURE OF CUBA. 

It is evident that Senator Orville H. Platt, 
author of the famous proviso defining our 
relations with Cuba, has little faith in the 
success or stability of the proposed Cuban 
republic. Though he does not exactly say 
so in his article in the current Independent, 
one may read between the lines that he ex- 
pects to see Cuba fall into the turmoil and 
inefficiency of the average South American 
republic. He cites the great illiteracy of 
the people and says “ the most sanguine may 
well have doubts as to the result of the ex- 
periment.” | 

In the same magazine there is an artlele 
by Albert Gardner Robinson taking a more 
hopeful view of Ouba’s future. Mr. Robin- 
son is one of those who have more doubts 
about the Platt amendment than about the 
self-governing powers of the Cubans. “ Pre- 
dictions of anarchy and revolt are folly,” he 
says. They come from those who have 
little or no knowledge of the island and its 
people.” 

Between these two views the truth is like- 
ly to be found on the side of the more hope- 
ful prophet. One may easily be led to er- 
roneous conclusions by comparing Cuba too 
closely with the South American republics. 
In some respects the conditions are radicaly 
different. The population of the Central 
and South American countries, with a few 
exceptions, is made up largely of a race pro- 
duced by the mixing of Spanish and Indian 
blood. The racial elements that.go to make 
up the Cuban population are those of the 
Spaniard and the negro. It is a different 
blend and may produce quite different re- 
sults. Because the one has had but small 
success in self-governihent, it does not fol- 
low necessarily that the other will be 4 
failure. 

Another feature that may make for sta- 
bility in Cuba is the presence of a propor- 
tionately larger urban population. One- 
eighth of the whole population of Cuba is in 
Havana; one-quarter of it is in six cities, 
No existing Spanish-American republic has 
any city or cities bearing such a proportion 
to its total population. The solid business 
interest» in Havana, Santiago, Matanzas, 
and other Cuban cities will tend to produce 
stability and may have enough influence to 
hold things steady. It must also be remem- 
bered that the Cuban sugar industry is not 
merely an agricultural interest, but is a 
manufacturing business, requiring invest- 
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ment of capital, and that vested interests

| THE YALE-HAGVARD RACE. 

Graduates and friends of Yale University 
again feel that they are open to congratu- 
lation, since the Yale crew has defeated 
Harvard in the annual varsity boat race. 
Their pride is justifiable, for this race has 
come to be the most important of its kind 
in the country, and this year’s contest was 
close enough to stir the sporting blood in 
the veins of the most matter-of-fact on- 
looker, The Harvard eight, though fairly 
beaten by two lengths, deserves almost as 
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nificent work throughout the first three and 
a half miles. The great crowds that poured 
into New London and lined the banks of 
the Thames were well rewarded. They 
have the satisfaction of knowing that they 
saw a race in all respects worthy to be 
compared with any rowed by the Cambridge 
and Oxford crews on the original Thames 
beyond the Atlantic, 

It is useless to moralize upon the effects 
of the fearful strain undergone by these 
young college athletes in such a heart- 
breaking struggle for glory. Men in both 
crews collapsed at the end of the race, the 
chief difference being that the Harvard men 
gave out a little before the finish, while the 
Yale men held on and won. To the victors 
all their exhaustion and danger to future 
health will count as nothing. It is said 
that the Yale stroke was “ literally out of 
his head during the last mile, that water 
had to be splashed on him to keep him from 
fainting, and that he lay unconscious for 
half an hour after the finish. To the rest 
of the crew this does not seem an extrava- 
gant price to pay for success. If cold- 
blooded outsiders think differently it will 
do no good to tell the ambitious oarsmen so. 

It is in the nature of healthy mankind to 
“seek reputation even in the cannon’s 
mouth,” and the love of glory is as strong 
among undergraduates as among older men. 
To the enthusiastic “sons of Eli” the only 
thing that counts is the fact that the blue 
has beaten the crimson for the fourteenth 
time in twenty regular varsity races since 
1878. The men who pulled their boat to 
victory feel that their reputations are made, 
and it is true that such an achievement has 
its practical value, though nothing can re- 
pay a man for any permanent injury to 


health. 

WHEAT FIELDS AND TRAMPS.. 

A New York Alderman read of the lack of 
harvest hands in Kansas. He saw on the 
streets and in the saloons of his city many 
unemployed men and he jumped at the con- 
clusion that if they were in the Kansas 
wheat fields they would be busy, hot, and 
hoppy. So he notified the director of the 
Labor Employment bureau of that State 
that 5,000 men were at his service if he 
wanted them. The offer has been declined 
with scant thanks. The director was born 
in New York and he says he knows the kind 
of material—the scrapings of the slums-- 
that would be sent him. The farmers of 
‘Kansas, he says, do not want that kind of 
labor. . So the Alderman's colonization 
schemé bas miscarried, 

The director is a sensible man. Probably 
nearly all the men whom the New York 
Alderman wished to send West would have 
been as undesirable as many of the emi- 
grants shipped to some of the American 
colonies by England, and to Louisiana by 
France. They would have been unable to 
do the work, for a harvest hand must know 
something about harvesting to be of any 
value, but what is a more serious matter, 
they would have been unwilling to work. 
There are in the West now a great many 
tramps who are #s hale and hearty as the 
New York loafers whom it was proposed to 
send to Kansas, but these tramps will not go 
into the wheat or corn fields when strongly | 
urged to do so. , 

The idlers of large cities do not hanker. 
after farm work. If free transportation to | 
the farms were offered them with the dis- 
tinct understanding that they would have 
to toil when they got there a minority would 
accept the offer gladly. It is a misfortune 
that this minority cannot be given employ- 
ment thus. The majority would refuse to 
go, having a much greater liking for the idle 
than for the strenuous life. Hard work under 
a Kansas sun with no beer in sight has no | 
attractions for the urban hobo. He does not 
care to cultivate close relations with corn 
and wheat until they have been changed into 
whisky and bread. When thus changed he 
would rather beg for them than work for 


them. 
ADOPTING ENGLISH METHODS. 

The United States Steel company, a large 
and aggressive corporation, is offering Bes- 
semer steel billets to in Stafford- 
shire, England, for $34.40 a ton, delivered. 
The present price of these billets at Pitts- 
burg is from $24 to $25 a ton. The English 
manufacturers are asking a little over $28 a 
ton and the domestic consumer has to pay 
the freight charges, which are usually quite 
heavy. 

The Staffordshire people ought to jump at 
the offer of the United States Steel company 
and save over 12 per cent on their purchases. 
This cannot be an immensely profitable busi- 
ness for the steel company. As the cost of 
freight from its milis to English purchasers 
comes to $12, the company is getting only 
about half what it receives from American 
purchasers. The latter may draw what 
comfort they can from the assertion of the 
steel manufacturers that if they did not dis- 
pose of surplus stocks abroad on the best 
terms obtainable they would not be able to 
run their mills to their full capacity, and 
hence would not be able to produce so cheap- 
ly and would have to charge domestic con- 
esumers more for steel than they do now. 
There is a grain of truth in this contention, 
but it will not be likely to satisfy American 
consumers. | 

They do not ap- 
prove of the methods of the United States 
Steel company. These methods, however, 
are of English, not of American, origin. 
Time and again during the last century and 
a quarter have English manufacturers sold 
| goods in the American market for less than 
the current home price. They have done 
this in some cases to get under the tariff and 
retain a footing in this market. They have 
done it in other cases because they had sur- 
plus stocks of goods which it was wiser to 
dispose of at a sacrifice even than to keep 
on hand indefinitely.

But though it is a commodity especially 
needed where there are children, and where 
living rooms are hot and contracted, the less 
well-to-do are but too often unable to afford 
it on account of the cost. Indeed, the 
charges in New York City have frequently

The supply of ice in this city has within 
the last year passed under the control of a 
combination, with the usual result of en- 
hanced prices. It is furnished according to 
an elaborate scale of prices, and the small 
consumer not only pays the highest rate 
but the disparity between his rate and that. 
of the larger consumer is something aston- 
ishing. A purchaser taking a ton at once 
gets it at 1744 cents per hundred—the price 
three weeks ago was 114% cents—while the 
price for the family demand has been raised 
to 40 cents per hundred. Moreover, a great 
deal of the ice consumed in the crowded dis- 
tricts is hawked about by peddlers, who 
buy it at the cars and sell it at so much per 
lump, the rate varying with the customer. 

It is an injustice as well as a misfortupe 
that unfair prices should be charged for 
such a necessity as ice, and there is suffer- 
ing as well as indignation at the recent local 
increase in prices. Apparently, however, 
there is no likelihood of any arrangement 
by which ten pounds of ice will be furnished 
to Chicago families for one cent.

of man confined in a creed. I don’t know 


much about souls and creeds, but I know 
all about horses and plays. By the way, 
there is one thing in the theater business 
that I don’t understand, and that is why the 
heavy villain should always be the one man 
in the whole show who has the most good- 


ness in him. Maybe it is because a man 


naturally takes with greater enthusiasm and 
success to a part im which he has not become 
blasé from long practice. ‘ | 


Did I ever hurt myself in acting? Well, 1 
never broke my own neck or any of my own | 


limbs, but, though I try to be as careful as 
a horse can be, lam always putting my foot 
through the habit of an equestrienne or get- 
ting wound up in the scenery, or smashing 
some valuable and suffering all those mort!i- 


fications which @ graceful animal naturally 


would in be guilty of so many faux pas.

BEMADEBY CITY SEALER. 


Inspectors to Be Put on Track of Dealers 


to Investigate Sales — To Arrest 


Drivers of Wagons Without Scales. 


Consumers’ complaints of short weight in 
ice have been so frequent during the heated 
spell that City Sealer Quinn Has deterniined 
to investigate. Twelve inspectors will be 
started out on Monday after the dealers: 


Drivers of ice wagons unprovided with scales 


will be arrested. Consumers are to be allowed 
to see their ice weighed before delivery. 

H. F. Johnson, Deputy United States Reve- 
nue Collector, yesterday reported to Mr. 
Quinn that he had discovered a shortage in 
the weight of ice delivered by a driver for 
George E. Gorman, 3064 Cottage Grove ave- 
nue. A cake supposed to have weighed forty- 
five pounds is alleged by Mr. Johnson to 
have weighed only twenty-seven pounds at 
the place of delivery. Mr. Quinn said he had 
been informed by Mr. Johnson that a war- 
rant will be secured for the arrest of Mr. 
Gorman. 

Inspectors sent out on Monday will accom- 
pany the small dealers to the wholesaler. 
The amount received will be carefully 
weighed after a deal has been made, and 
should the weight prove short, warrants for 
the arrest of the wholesaler will be taken out. 

The small dealers, Mr. Quinn said, go 
for ice and the chunks are thrown to them 
without being weighed. In one case a dealer 
got only 1,400 pounds where he paid for a ton. 
He in turn sold short weight to his patrons 
to make up the deficiency. Every man con- 
nected with short measure in the sale of ice 
is to be brought to book. Every ice wagon 
must be provided with a pair of scales. If 
not, the driver will be arrested. The excuse 
that boys steal the scales will not be accept- 
ed. The drivers can carry the scales with 
them. The customer must be allowed to see 
his ice weighed before his eyes.” |

ridiculing as in days of yore the pretensions 
of people in this country to armorial bearings 
and to pedigree should discuss the matter, 
not serfously, but Nkewise with approval. 
Thus the London Standard, which ie the 
organ par excellence of the old Tory party, 
in an editorial on the subjeot of the publica~ 
tion of a work entitled, American Armory 
and Blue Book,“ declares that it is only nat- 
ural that people in should be proud 
of ancestors. 

We are so accustomed to think of. the 
United States as a new country,” it says, 
“that we are apt to forget that it is rapidly 
growing old. It is well over three centuries 
since Virginia took its name from Queen 
Elizabeth. and nearly as long since the May- 
flower sailed from Plymouth. There are 
scores of families in our «wn peerage and 
baronetage which cannot trace their pedi- 
gree as far back as the landing of the Pu- 
gtim Fathers. Yet there are thousands of 
bona fide descendants of these original set- 
tlers in the Atlantic States. If ancestry is to 
count for anything at all—and it is only the 
ignorant or the envious, who make ght of 
it—a descent begun in such romantic circum- 
stances from the pioneers of a great people 
is in itself a distinction.’’ 
And then it goes on to point out that an- 
tagonism does not necessarily exist between 
a republican constitution and the aristocratic 
idea. Rome was a republic once, and an 
aristocratic one at that. The commonwealths 
of medieval Italy were essentially patrician, 
and in no country of Europe does pride of an- 
cestry and caste feeling prevall to a greater 
extent than in the Republic of Switzerland. 
An aristocracy does not necessitate a mon- 
archy, as sO many people seem to believe. 
It is the sovereign power and not the mere 
personal sovereign that is the fountain of 
honor, and there is nothing in the least de- 
gree anti-republican in the caste feeling that 
is springing up in the United States, and 
which finds its most natural manifestation 
in a pride of ancestry and in an avowed deter- 
mination to live up to ancestral traditions, 
and in such a manner as to keep unblemished 
the old and honored family name. 

If I call attention to this article in the 
London Standard and have added a few 
comments of my own it is because, as I have 
stated above, it is the first occasion on which 
a great London newspaper has publicly 
recognized that there are on this side of the 
Atlantic families that have just as much 
"right to describe themselves as aristocratic 
as the most patrician houses of the old 
world.
